Fight back against 
May weather’s expioits 


Sports fans were furi- 
ous about the callous 
insults ESPN’s Britt 
McHenry recently 
was caught on camera 
hurling at a tow com- 
pany employee. She 
was suspended for a 
week. 

Running back Ray 
Rice was suspended 
by the NFL and his 
career likely is fin- 
ished after the public 
outcry following 
video that showed him knock out his fiancee. 

But fans’ furor is exasperatingly fickle. 
Some transgressions rile us; others inexplica- 
bly receive a shrug or elicit applause. 

So where’s the anger directed at Floyd 
Mayweather, a convicted abuser of women? 

There’s little, if any Instead, “Money” 
Mayweather is celebrated for his extravagant 
lifestyle and boxing skills. Blame the turn-a- 
blind-eye media covering him and the head- 
in-the-sand fans supporting him. 

He will haul in at least $i8o million Sat- 
urday when he fights Manny Pacquiao in a 
pay-per-view event. 

That’s a big reward from a society that 
vehemently claims to have no tolerance for 
domestic violence. 

Know this about Mayweather before you 
decide to pay almost $ioo to watch him: 

He has been convicted five times over the 
past 14 years for violence against women, ac- 
cording to ESPN’s “Outside the Lines.” 

Police reports through the years detail him 
bruising the faces of women. 


He was jailed after a violent attack on his 
children’s mother when he beat her in front 
of them. His son called the police. 

Mayweather’s defense? No photos. 

Sadly, that defense works well in our 
society 

Without graphic video, a domestic vio- 
lence (or sexual assault) victim is blamed and 
the abuser supported, especially when he’s a 
famous athlete in his prime. 

“I’m blessed to be where I’m at,” May- 
weather told “OTL’ when asked on a rare oc- 
casion about his appalling record of domestic 
violence. “I don’t want people to miss this 
fight.” 

Fans have given Mayweather a pass. 

The media have ignored it or, like ESPN’s 
Stephen A. Smith’s revoltingly reverent inter- 
view, fawned over Mayweather’s wealth. 

The Nevada State Athletic Commission 
didn’t hesitate before unanimously issuing 
his license. The justice system was irrespon- 
sible, shortening his 90 -day sentence to two 
months and delaying his serving time so he 
could box. 

So, it’s up to viewers Saturday to hold 
Mayweather accountable. 

Instead of dropping $89.99 the pay- 
per-view fight (or $99.99 for HD), donate 
that same amount to Deborah’s Place. 

The Chicago shelter provides a variety of 
services to women in need, including many 
who have suffered domestic abuse. Go to 
deborahsplace.org/donate-online to give. 

If aU who claim to abhor domestic violence 
do this, it sends a message to Mayweather. 

Better yet, it sends a long-needed support- 
ive message to women who have suffered at 
the hands of men like Mayweather.

Vegas expects heavy gambling for big fight

LAS VEGAS The list of the most heavily bet- 
upon sporting events in this city’s history is a 
Top 20 exclusively of Super Bowls. 

Until this weekend. 

Saturday’s Floyd Mayweather Jr. -Manny 
Pacquiao fight at MGM Grand is drawing 
gamblers to the city like a magnet. 

Fight fans have been debating for years 
over who’s the better fighter, and they fi- 
nally have an opportunity to be financially 
rewarded. 

‘^A.merica has to bet this fight,” veteran 
sports book director Jay Kornegay of the 
Westgate Las Vegas Superbook said. “Every- 
one coming to this town, they’re going to wa- 
ger on this fight. And we think 70 percent of 
the action will come in from Thursday on.” 

Kornegay said some of his peers think the 
welterweight title unification bout between 
boxing’s Top 2 pound-for-pound fighters will 
eclipse the record $119 million bet in Nevada 
for the 2014 Super Bowl pitting the Seattle 
Seahawks against the Denver Broncos. 

Kornegay and MGM Resorts’ race book 


director Jay Rood are more cautious, estimat- 
ing the Mayweather-Pacquiao wager total 
will be around $80 million. 

Yet, Rood said already brisk betting will 
erupt once fight fans arrive en masse to watch 
the Mayweather (47-0) fight the record eight- 
division world champion Pacquiao. 


Not only has the 16,800-seat MGM 
Grand Garden Arena sold out, generating a 
record $74 million live gate, with many of the 
tickets scalped at 10 times higher than face 
value, 50,000 closed-circuit seats have been 
sold at all the MGM properties in town and 
hotel rooms are scarce.

Tips from a Louisville native on how to do Kentucky Derby right in Chicago

H unter S. Thompson once wrote an essay called “The Ken- 
tucky Derby is Decadent and Depraved.” I won’t go into 
the politically charged content of the piece, but being a 
Louisville native like old Hunter, I can tell you the title is accurate. 
My experience as a commoner in the Churchill Downs infield— the 
circular menagerie in the center of the track where 80,000 drunken 
plebes go to watch the race, while the royals watch from the comfort 
of the grandstand and sky terrace above— was just as dirty and disap- 


pointing as I expected. 

In Chicago, far, far away from all Churchill Downs shenanigans, 
however, everyone is free to dress to impress in seersucker suits and 
southern belle gowns. With an entire day of traditions and festivities 
built around the two-minute race, there’s some fun in the drunken- 
ness and gambling. Read up on four race day essentials— plus bars and 
restaurants where you can go-baby-go get your derby on.

MINT JULEPS 

Ahh, the mint julep. It’s among many Ken- 
tucky Derby traditions, but perhaps the only 
one that’s important to anyone outside of 
Kentucky The smash-style cocktail is made 
with bourbon, fresh mint leaves, sugar and 
water. In two days, Churchill Downs-goers 
guzzle down about 120,000 juleps, accord- 
ing to the folks at Churchill Downs. Being 
one of those guzzlers (because what do you 
do when you’re not having fun? Drink, of 
course), I can say that the mint juleps in the 
infield, ironically, were some of the worst 
I’ve ever had. The infield animals are served 
a premixed version of the cocktail. Maybe 
they’ve improved in recent years, but they 
certainly aren’t the $1,000 juleps served 
in souvenir hand-engraved silver cups that 
some on Millionaires Row, the highest decks 
at the tracks where celebrity faces can be 
seen, are sipping through gold-plated straws 
(fortunately the money goes to charity). 

The plebeians in the infield get Old Forester 
bourbon, but the patricians get Woodford 
Reserve, the “official bourbon of the Ken- 
tucky Derby” 

A few spots around town are serving up 
juleps Millionaires Row-style, or at least 
with Woodford Reserve, and they won’t put 
you in debt. Bartender Sarah VonderHaar, 
who heads up the cocktail program at Old 
Town Social (455 W North Ave., 312-266- 
2277) is serving the cocktail with housemade 
mint simple syrup and a mint garnish over 
crushed ice. 

The crew at Old Town Social chose Wood- 
ford because of the bourbon’s connections 
to the Kentucky Derby but also because it’s 
a “phenomenal” bourbon, VonderHaar said. 
“It has the perfect balance of sweet and your 
bite of a bourbon, and it pairs really really 
well in a mint julep,” she said. “It’s the worst 
when {mint juleps are} too sweet,“ she said. 

Old Town Social’s Derby soiree begins 
at II a.m. Saturday and features cash prizes 
for best seersucker and derby hat. There are 
plenty of TVs for viewing the race, which 
begins promptly at 5:24 p.m. CaU in advance 
to reserve a table.

^ars before Nathan Pajor had a dog, he already had a name picked out. So when 
the 32-year-old Lincoln Park resident and his wife Holly brought home a puppy last 
summer, the Vizsla was christened Pippen immediately 



“He’s a good No. 2 guy” Pajor, a longtime 
Bulls fan, said of the now nearly i-year-old dog 
named for Scottie Pippen. “It shows loyalty 
and pride regardless of where we live, we’ll al- 
ways have the Chicago {tie.}” 

Why not name him for bigger team stars? 

“We’re saving Jordan Rose for a daughter,” 
Pajor said. 

Pajor might be waiting to use His Airness 
as a namesake but according to the city clerk’s 
office, throughout Chicago many aren’t. There 
are currently 31 registered dogs named Jordan 
and at least eight M.J.s. One hundred and for- 
ty-four are named Wrigley One hundred and 
seventy-one are named Bear. In a sports city 
like ours, it’s no wonder fans look to their fa- 
vorite teams for pet-naming inspiration. 


It happens all the time at PAWS Chicago. 
With new dogs and cats arriving at the Lincoln 
Park shelter around the clock, adoption center 
director Diane WOkerson says the staff often 
picks sports-related names for the animals. 
The facility gave its newest arrivals footbaU- 
themed names in honor of the NFL Draft be- 
ing in town this weekend, and on Wednesday 
PAWS teamed up with Animal Planet and the 
NFL Players Association for a draft-like adop- 
tion event where current and former players 
including Anthony “Spice” Adams and Alex 
Brown helped adopters decide between first 
round picks like husky mix Walter Playton or 
part-Boxer puppy Lick Butkus. 

Rover.com’s Brandie Gonzales says these 
tributes are becoming more common. 


“We are seeing a trend of people choosing a 
name that ... represents something they’re re- 
ally passionate about,” Gonzalez said. Accord- 
ing to surveys conducted by her site, sports- 
inspired names are the seventh most popular 
category for dogs in Chicago. 

The approach, not surprisingly seems to 
spike when a particular team or player is mak- 
ing headlines. Jeter, for example, was one of 
the most popular sports-related pet names na- 
tionwide last year, Gonzalez said, following the 
New Abrk Yankee’s retirement. In recent years 
here, Wilkerson says Blackhawks and Bulls 


names have been especially big. 

Oak Lawn resident Mikal Elyse Farrell says 
her one-year-old cat Kaner, named for her fa- 
vorite Hawk, Patrick Kane, fits her moniker. 

“She’s a little bit smaller than most normal 
cats and Kane’s a little smaller than your typi- 
cal hockey player,” said FarreU, 27. 

Wilkerson says sharing a name with a be- 
loved athlete can even score an animal a home. 

‘Adopters come in and they kind of connect 
with that,” she said. “They come in and see 
Toews there and they go ‘That’s my favorite 
player! I want that kitten!’ ”
